NOTE: The added limitation of "the inactive regions being minimally etched as recited in amended claims 1 and 28, 
is best understood as the inactive region being minimally etched after the step of oxidizing the inactive regions, thus raises new issue 
because it change the scope of claims 1 and 28 as well as the scope of dependent claims 2-5, 7-15, 29-38. The added limitation also 

raise the issue of new matter because the instant specification does not provide positive support for "oxidizing theinactive regions , the 

inactive regions being minimally etched . In the contrary, fig. 2e in the instant specification shows that the inactive regions 210 are 
completely oxidized not mimimally etched . 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The previous rejection(s) of claims 1-5, 7-15, 28- 
38 under 35 U.S.C 112, first have been withdrawn in view of the argument presented in pages 9-10 of the response filed on 9/18/2006. 
The argument , page 10 of the response, that against the rejection(s) of claims 1-5, 7-15 under 102(e) appears to overcome the reference 
of Maszara. However, this argument based on the newly added limitation of "the inactive regions being minimally etched" that raises new 
issue that would require further consideration/raise the issue of new matter . The argument in reference to the rejection of claims 16, 18- 
19, 21-22, 25 under U.S.C 103(a) , presented in page 12 of the response, is persuasive .
